Judgment against- the Municipal 
District of Vulcan for a total of 
$10,233 was entered by Mr. Justice 
Walsh in the supreme court on Tues¬ 
day morning in the action brought 
against the district in behalf of ewo- 
year-old Eunice Stone and her father 
Glen Stone of Vulcan. The plaintiffs 
had sought to recover damages from 
the defendant, the action arising 
from injuries sustained by the infant 
plaintiff while a patient in the Vul¬ 
can Municipal hospital. 

The civil jury which heard the case 
awarded $9,500 to the -infant and 
$1,003 to her father. This latter sum 
was reduced by the court to $733. 

Liability having been admitted by 
the municipal district the only issue 
before the. court was the amount of 
damages. 

The plaintiff’s claim was based on 
injuries sustained by the infant plain 
tiff when a patient in the hospital, 
where she was burned by boiling wa¬ 
ter. No evidence was presented with 
regard to the manner in which the 
injuries were received, as the defend¬ 
ant municipal district had admitted 
liability. _ M . 

Special damages of $750 were 
sought by the father, thus sum cov¬ 
ering doctors’ bills and loss of time 
incurred due to the child being de¬ 
tained at the hospital for several 
jnonths. The infant’s claim w'as for 
the pain and suffer ,v ;/ and foV per¬ 
sonal disfigurement by the scars on 
the face and head and deformity of 
one ear, coupled with mental and 
nervous effects that may probably 
result therefrom. 

For the plaintiffs evidence was 
given Tuesday • morning by Doctors 
W. Merritt, D. S. MacNab and E. G. 
Mason, while Doctors E. B. Roach 
and J. W. Richardson testified in be¬ 
half of the defendant. Their testi¬ 
mony had to do largely with the na¬ 
ture and extent of the child’s injuries 
were likely to have in later life. 

The jury deliberated for three- 
quarters of an hour before bringing 
in their award as above noted. 

Messrs. Ballachey, Burnet, Spank- 
ie and Heseltine of High Rivj>j are 
solicitors for the plaintiff.* A. L. 
Smith, K.C., and A.A. Balalchey, K. 
C., acted as counsel for the plaintiffs 
at the trial. The defendant was rep¬ 
resented by A. Macleod Sinclair, K.C. 
and H. J. Maher of Vulcan, who is 
the defendant’s solicitor.

WHEAT CARRY OVER 

In arriving at an estimate of the 
world wheat situation, the following 
figures are given: Importers esti¬ 
mated requirements, 620 million 
bushels; exporter’s estimated sur¬ 
pluses, a total of 824 million bushels. 
The difference between world require 
roents and surplus 'supplies of Ex¬ 
porting' countries, does' not indicate 
world carry-over. This would make 
a much larger figure. These figures 
as shown are for the full crop year 
and not from April 1 to the end of 
the season. 

The three distributing facors which 
have reversed the seasonal trend to a 
greater extent than ever before 
known are—the record all time 1928 
world wheat crop; newly enacted 
high tariff walls in Europe; low con¬ 
sumption of all American wheat as a 
result of too high price levels last 
fall. 

Two dollar wheat does not appear 
to be an immediate fact. 

U. S. TARIFF BILL 

The U.S. tariff bill with its alter¬ 
ations inmimical to Canadian trade has 
passed the Senate. The following 
senate increases in duties on farm 
products, compared with present du¬ 
ties, were approved: Cattle, weighing 
less than 700 pounds, cents a 
pound, now 1V4; weighing over 7Q0 
pounds, 3 cents a pound; now 2. 
Milk, 6Vi cents a gallon, now 3Vi; 
cream, 56 6-10 cents a gallon, now 30. 

(Skimmed milk and buttermilk. 2Vi 
cents a gallon, now 1; unsweetened 
condensed milk, 1 8-10 cents a pound, 
now 1; sweetened condensed milk, 

2 Vi cents a pound, now lVi; all other 
condensed milk, 2 63-100 cents a 
pound, now 1 3-8. 

GRASS MUST GROW 

At this time of the year, children, 
careless adults and delivery boys of¬ 
ten indulge in a practice which 
should be checked. This is the habit 
of taking short cuts across lawns and 
boulevards. Damage is often done to 
grass at this time of year, which 
leaves traces all summer long. All 
because one thoughtless citizen start¬ 
ed a patch across a well kept lawn. 
It is poor encouragement for those 
wishing to keep attractive properties. 

Keep off the grass for another 
month at least and help to preserve 
town beauty. 

RELATIVE CRIME > 

Newspapers in Ontario are incens¬ 
ed over the fact that very light sen¬ 
tences are being dealt out to unnat¬ 
ural parents who beat their children 
unmercifully. On the other hand two 
"convicts”—17 and 19 years of age— 
who broke jail in Toronto are sen¬ 
tenced for two years for theft. The 
brute who maltreats children gets a 
month. This should be a good talk¬ 
ing point for some of the women’s 
organizations. 


THE WORLD KNOWS US 

How many of us know in what re¬ 
mote parts of the world Canadian 
goods may be found? Grecian wom¬ 
en are making bread from Canadian 
flour. Men in Danish dairies and 
packing houses are wearing Cana¬ 
dian-made rubber boots. The mines 
in South Africa in their machinery 
depend on Canadian rubber belting. 
Peruvjan and Colombia crude oils 
flow down Canadian pipe lines to the 
tankers at the docks. Canadian lan¬ 
terns shed a glow from Chinese 
junks and barges. West Indians and 
South Americans are importers, of 
Canadian soaps, and Canadian car¬ 
bide brightens their nights. Cana- 
idan cement is used in West African 
docks and re-enforced by Canadian 
steel. These dock warehouses have 
Canadian rolling doors, and Cana¬ 
dian rails carry the produce to and 
from the steamers. 

Canadian lobster and salmon may 
be found as a delicacy in out of the 
way places. Theatre curtains, the 
world over, are made from Canadian 
asbestos. Canadian cameras and 
films, are snapping pictures round 
the globe, and Canadian newsprint is 
carrying the news in a dozen lang¬ 
uages. 

PIERRE—MIQUELON 

Two little islands belonging to 
France, St. Pierre and Miquelon are 
situated 10 miles off the banks of 
Newfoundland. It is prophecied that 
the little island of St. Pierre will now 
become a rum-runners roost, because 
of the new liquor laws between U. S. 
and Canada. 

Liquor shipped to St. Pierre will 
fulfill the terms of the new law. 

The terms of the government's 
measure stipulates that exporters of 
spirituous liquor must post a bond 
with the government for double the 
value of their shipment. This will 
only be returned when a landing cer¬ 
tificate is produced that the exported 
liquor has been landed at its legal 
destination. 

The idea behind this, is to get 
away from the farce of giving rum¬ 
runners clearance for Cuba or Mexi¬ 
co, when the cargo was taken across 
the river or lake and landed in U.S. 

Liquor shipped to St. Pierre would 
fulfil the terms of the new law, irre¬ 
spective of its ultimate destination. 

St. Pierre is ten square miles in 
area but inside a year it is propresied 
that it will be an important cog in 
what is now. said to be the tenth larg 
eat industry in U.S.—rum-running.

I There are threatened French in¬ 
creases on American products notab¬ 
ly automobiles and trucks. 

Australia is retaliating with the 
same measures as U.S. herself, 
j All eyes are on Canada to see how 
she will react against all the propos¬ 
ed increases, which strike at her 
trade so seriously. 

While it was surely not to be ex¬ 
pected by American legislators that 
they could continue to raise their 
tariff walls against all other coun¬ 
tries, without some retaliation, Yet 
they are quite seriously concerned 
over Canada, Australia, France and 
other countries. 

If the Beaverbrook policy of Free 
Trtide within the Empire, developed 
into fact, it would still more serious¬ 
ly concern United States. General 
I feeling is that little sympathy in due 
her. 

ADVERTISE THE TOWN 

No business man in any place 
should allow a newspaper published 
in his town to go without his name 
and business being mentioned some¬ 
where. It does not mean that you 
should have a whole, half or even a 
quarter page ad., but your name 
should be mentioned if you do not 
use more than a two line space. A 
stranger picking up a newspaper 
should be able to tell what business 
is represented in the town by looking 
at a paper. This is the best possible 
town advertiser. The man who does 
not advertise his business does an in¬ 
justice to himself and the town. The 
life of a place depends on the live, 
wideawake and liberal advertising 
man.—American Bankers’ Magazine.

With the recent decision to inaug¬ 
urate a business tax in Hanna, citi¬ 
zens will have all the more reason to 
show loyalty toward the business 
man in their midst; the man who con 
tributes directly and indirectly, day 
in and day out, to the growth and 
prosperity of our “home town.” 

The hawker and peddler who exhi¬ 
bits his wares from door to door may 
tempt the thoughtless householder, 
but the man and woman who realizes 
that no town would be worth living 
in if it were not for progressive busi¬ 
ness men, will give these birds of pas 
sage little encouragement. 

"Be loyal to your own community” j 
is a slogan ; of which every citizen I 
should take heed. 

The hawker and peddler has receiv 
ed encouragement at the hands of the 
Alberta government, but the citizen 
who is loyal to his own town and 
community will discourage the door- 
to-door peddler of pants, printing 
and prunes.—Hanna Herald.

EMPIRE FREE TRADE 

Lord Beaverbrook a Strong Advocate 

of Purchase of Wheat Grown 
Within the Empire 

So many of our readers are inter¬ 
ested in the British line of thought 
and argument in regard to Canadian 
wheat prices, that a speech made by 
Lord Beaverbrook to an army of sym 
pathetic agriculturists at Norwich, 
England, may have interest. 

We extract fragments from a re¬ 
port*^ the speech published in a 
British daily. Lord Beaverbrook is 
advocating his Free Trade within the 
Empire. He says; 

“You have heard the complaint 
that British people would not con¬ 
sent to increase in the price of their 
food, and if-there is no increase, how 
is the fanner to be helped? You 
have seen the price of wheat fall and 
fall under the dumping of East 
Prussia wheat, of French wheat, un¬ 
der immense shipments of Argentine 
wheat produced at low labor costs. 
Have you seen a corresponding fall 
in the price of thg 4 lb. loaf? If we 
get wheat up a little bit is there any 
reason to suppose there should be an 
increase in the 4 lb. loaf? Not at all. 
Our prices for wheat are being driv¬ 
en down and down, but bread re¬ 
mains at a steady level. 

Under Empire Free Trade, indus¬ 
try all over the Empire must thrive 
if we are to be a prosperous people. 
Industry is not only manufacture, it 
is also agriculture and of all indus¬ 
tries, agriculture is the biggest. 
Without the farming industry the 
manufacturer cannot thrive. Pros¬ 
perity can only be realized if all the 
community prospers. You will never 
cure the. unemployment situation till 
you make the farming industry pros¬ 
perous. It is the salvation of the 
Empire. ~ » 

"There is plenty of room in the 
market for Empire wheat. Empire ag 
ricultural produce, but not room for 
both Empire agricultural produce 
and foreign agricultural produce. 

What { fear is that if we do not 
get Empire Free Trade, we will have 
a decline in production—a continuing 
decline of production here at home 
and in the Empire too, until we find 
ourselves relying absolutely and en¬ 
tirely on the production of the rest 
of the world.” 

Upon being asked by the farmers 
present as to the guarantee of a price 
for British \0heat, Lord Beaverbrook 
said he was not in favor of guaran¬ 
teeing the price of wheat; he was in 
favor of "rtiuking tha price safe and j 
■sure by keeping out the foreigner. 
“Canadian could supply all the-wheat 
we require at the present moment.’’

British Face New Taxation Laid Up¬ 
on Country Property and Wealth 


Increased Earnings of Company Re¬ 
flect $9,600.01)0 Expenditure Past 
Two Years

“England is Intensely Interested 
In reciprocal trade possibilities 
with the Dominion. Although a 
satisfactory trade between Knit- 
land and Canada has been carried 
on in the past, an qven greater in¬ 
terest is being shown by well-es¬ 
tablished firms In Great Britain in 
Empire trade," said K. R Gal¬ 
braith, British exporter, at Saint 
John recently on landing from S.S. 
Duchess of Richmond Mr. Gal¬ 
braith is touring Canada in the in¬ 
terests of his firm. 


Hon Philip Snowden, British chan¬ 
cellor of exchequer, dropped his 
bomb, when he announced his budget 
on Monday. An expenditure of al¬ 
most four billion is asked by the gov¬ 
ernment.- It is called a poor man’s 
budget as the heaviest taxation is 
i L 'on shoulders most able to bear 
them.” 

New assessment is placed on coun¬

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As had been anticipated, the annu¬ 
al report of the Calgary Power Com¬ 
pany, Limited, for the year ending 
December 31, 1929, showed a large 
increase in the earnings of this pro¬ 
gressive' western utility. Gross earn¬ 
ings from operations increased $567,- 
407, and net earnings from opera¬ 
tions were $339,769 higher than for 
1928, reflecting expenditures of more 
than $9,600,000 on extensions during 
the past two years. 

In his remarks to shareholders. 
President G. A. Gaherty stated in 
part as follows: “The large increase 
in eamingB over those of the preced¬ 
ing year, amounting to $557,406.93 in 
gross earnings, and $339,769.09 in 
I net earnings, is due to lieavy-expend- 
j itures made on capital account dur¬ 
ing the past two years, which 
amounted to $9,601,491.18, of which 
there was expended during 1929, the 
sum of $6,178,938.68. 

“The first unit of 18,000 horse¬ 
power at the Ghost River develop¬ 
ment was placed in operation late in 
October, and the second unit, com¬ 
pleting the equal installation of 36,- 
000 horse power, was put in service 
at the end of the year, thus enabling 
the company to close down its auxil¬ 
iary steam plants, which are now be¬ 
ing maintained for stand-by pur¬ 
poses. 

“Late in the year an interchange 
contract was entered into by the 
City of Edmonton for power, involv¬ 
ing the construction of a 132,000 volt 
transmission line from the Ghost 
plant to Edmonton. This line, 180 
mile in length,

Generally speaking through the 
prairie provinces, a spirit of opti¬ 
mism governs the farming world. 
There is a reported increase of 31 
per cent over last year in prepared 
acreage. There was a large amount of 
fall plowing done last year, owing to 
the short crop and early cutting. 

Because of the heavier snowfall in 
the winter of 1930 over the winter of 
1929, there is generally, a better 
moisture situation than in the spring 
of 1929.' 

In Manitoba, seeding has been well 
under way for a couple of weeks with 
a great amount of summerfallowed 
land. The seed supply is satisfactory 
and there is little sign of curtailment 
of acreage. More coarse grains will 
be sown for feed because of weeds. 

In Saskatchewan, seeding started 
April 13, much earlier than usual, 
but has been held up by rains. In the 
southern part, more rain is still re¬ 
quired to bring up reserve moisture. 
There is a slight tendancy to cut 
wheat acreage and sow more coarse 
grain and sweet clover. The feed has 
been short in some districts, with 
the live stock not in such good con¬ 
dition as in spring of 1929. 

In Alberta spring also opened 
early. Seeding is more than ten per 
cent completed with no seed shortage 
looked for. An acreage increase of 25 
j>er cent is looked for in the Peace 
River country. Rain in the Peace, and 
other parts of Alberta has roused all 
hopes. Livestock generally has come 
through well.

Can it be that we 
are smarter than we ever supposed 
we were? We must be careful. 

The Saturday Evening Post is the 
latest to extend the appreciative 
word. In an editorial on “Our Nor¬ 
thern Neighbors,” it says: “The 
people of United States are coming to 
have a more and more wholesome re¬ 
spect for Canada as it emerges from 
pioneering conditions into a great in¬ 
dustrial nation. It is not merely her 
yealth of natural resources which 
we admire, but the way in which her 
capable industrious and enterprising 
people are developing them . 

It is true that in ten years United 
Sates has invested some $3,500,000,- 
000 in Canada. But Canada has pene¬ 
trated the United States as well. One 
of her life insurance companies is the

A convicition was registered in the 
Calgary district a few days ago for 
moving cattle by truck over the 20 
mile limit without a permit, and po¬ 
lice have been notified to again call 
attention to this provision of the law, 
and to be on the watch for violations. 

The term “stock” in this act in¬ 
cludes all cattle, horses asses and 
mules. ' *_ 

When ever the owner of any stock 
proposes to drive such stock from 
point to another distant twenty miles 
or more, and whenever he proposes 
to drive such stock to a point beyond 
the province or to or from a forest 
reserve, he shall send to the livestock 
commissioner or the nearest provin¬ 
cial policeman, so as to reach him 
prior to the removal of such stock, a 
notice setting out the description of, 
and the brands (if any) upon the ani 
mals or in case of any animal with¬ 
out a brand, the age, sex and color 
thereof, and shall when the stock are 
not to be driven by the owner him¬ 
self, hand a copy of such notice to 
the driver in charge of the stock. <v " 
Stock thieves are beginning to use 
motor trucks in their operations, and 
this has lead to special vigilance in 
enforcing tip act. —,
